E EARLY DECLINE OF DIRECT 
| LEGISLATION. 

Some of our pink-tea reformers 
are attracting the attention of the 
Eastern Students of political 
ve taken cognizance of the 
brands of freak legislation on tap in 
Los Angeles, and they are warning 
other municipalities and communities 
‘against them. 

Probably one of the strongest gc- 


‘|}faignments of the “initiative” the 


“recall” and the “referendum” is that 
in the Atlantic Monthly, a magazine 
noted for the high literary merit of its 
articles, its intelligent conservatism 
and its common sense principles of 
political economy. 

About a year ago one of the asso- 
ciate editors of the Atlantic spent a 
few months in California. While here

ot the faddists who are their sponsors. 


Here is the verdict of the Atlantic: 
“Ot all drawbacks to politica! reform 
there is none to com with the 
half-baked reformer. o the intelli- 
gent worker he is a scourge, and to 
the godless spoilsman he is a blessing, 
a very present help in the time of 
trouble. This type of crude enthusiast 
always has some cheap-John device to 
transmute leaden instincts into golden

Today 
it is the referendum or the Initiative. 
Tomorrow it is what is called the re- 
call!“ an ingenious device whereby, on 
the petition of a certain number of 
electors, any public official, on penalty 
of forfeiting his office, must imme 
diately stand for reélection. I have 
no doubt that ostracism in Athens was 


‘lauded to the skies by this class of 


rostrum fakirs, and that they sincerely 
that the perpetual oyster 

shell was the price of liberty.” 0 
Even the Outlook, a periodical which 


always takes an advanced stand for 


new ideas in municipal and State gov- 
ernment, has turned against the “re- 
call.” One of our pink-tea. statesmen 
sent to the editor a copy of the recall 
amendment. It evoked the following 
editorial comment: 

“The clause providing the recall 
of officials seems to us more than 
doubtful propriety. Not only might it 
sometimes be used by partisan oppo- 
nents to secure a vote for the recall of 
an elected officer who has done noth- 


ing to forfeit public confidence, but it, 


removes one of the brakes necessary 
to protect democracy against sudden 
gusts of prejudice and passion, and 
really attacks representative govern- 
ment at the root.” 

The attack by the Los Angeles “re- 
callites” and direct legislationists on 
representative government has occa- 
sioned the challenge of the legality of 
the “initiative” in the Supreme Court 
of the State. 

A plain acknowledgement of the in- 
validity of the direct legislation pro- 
visions of the Los Angeles charter is 
the submission to the State Legisla- 
ture of a proposition for a constitu. 
tional amendment permitting the 
stricken cities of San Francisco and 
San José, as an emergency measure, to 
amend their charters during the next 


two years without submitting the 


amendments to the Legislature for ap- 
proval. This is a direct admission 
that Los Angeles has exceeded ber 
constitutional powers; that the direct 
legislation clauses of her charter 
are unconstitutional and cannot hold. 
An “initiative” ordinance has all the 
effect of an amendment to the charter 
of the city, Sut it Is never submitted 
to the Legislature or to any other 
judicial or legislative body for consid- 
eration or approval. It is lawmaking 
by other than lawmakers. Plainly it 
will require an amendment to the 
State constitution, and probably to the 
Constitution of the United States to 
legalize the un-American and mischie- 
vous provisions of the initiative, the 
recall and the referendum, whase sole 
product in America is “Doc” Howton. 
“By their fruits ye shall know 
them,” 


OME EARTHQUAKE CONCLU- 
SIONS. 

The preliminary report of the State 
Earthquake Investigation Commission 
contains much that is ds interesting 
and intelligible to the general public 
as to the scientific student of geology. 
The commission is composed of men 
of ecience, and whén they make the 
positive statement that the times of 
earthquakes cannot be predicted no 
person possessing ordinary intelligence 
can find any warrant in right reason 
for giving an instant’s serious atten- 
tion to the fakers and joggle-witted 
people who pretend to predict seismic 
disturbances, and gabble about “earth- 
quake weather.”

Chicago packers deny, in gen- 
eral, the existence of conditions in 
their establishments such as are set 
forth in the report of Messrs. Neill 
and Reynolds, special commissioners 
appointed by the President. In com- 


Agricoiture yesterday listened to 
statements made by Thomas Wilson, 
manager for the Nelson Morris Com- 
pany, who was authorized to speak 
for all of the Chicago packers. While 
making a genera! denial of the official 
statements of the Neill-Reynolds ro- 
port, Mr. Wilson admitted that some 
suggestions made in the report had al- 
ready been complied with by the pack- 


ers, “such as additional sanitary factl- 


ities.” Inasmuch as no small part of 


the report referred to inadequate san- 


itary factlities, the packers, by 
promptly complying with the sanitary 


suggestions. virtually admit that, to 


some extent at least, the findings of 
the President's commissioners were 
true. 

Mr. Wileon denied that canned 
meats are boiled in water to “freshen 


ward, providing no air is allowed to 


but the average consumer will natu- 
rally prefer the shorter period. If the 
meat is not fit for human consump- 
tion when canned, neither five min- 
utes nor five years in a receiving 
vault can make it t.

The Chicago packers are assuredly 
entitied to their day in court. While the 
evidence adduced against them, thus 
far, is strong, they have an unques- 
tioned right to Fefute it if they can do 
so. It is gratifying to note, in the 
meantime, that the pecking plants are 
being renovated thoroughly. The Chi- 


cago Tribune is authority for the state- 


ment that “floors have been cleaned, 
walls scraped, and light and ventila- 
tion improved,” and that the sur- 
roundings of the workers in at least 
three of the big stabtishments “were 
improved 50 per cent. in one day.”
